Desur Sir: 

Regardiixg the fomxal telephone interview on July 13, 2004 between Exandner Huynh 
and tbe undersigned attorney for the above-captioned matter, the sunmiary by AppUcants that 
was filed in the foUo^^dng Response to Office Action of July 19, 2004 is beUeved to be 
appropriate. Applicants respectfully note, however, that several itedns ip the subsequent 
imerview Smmnary by the Examiner sent on July 23, 2004 appear to be pbtased incoxtectly. 

Firstly. Applicants have never argued that "there is no power source supply to ta] 
„^ board and daughter board" in eilher the present invention or in Acres, the primary prior 
artreferenceofrecoid- Applicants ^ove argued that Acres has not been shown to expUcitly 
teach power connections for its personality board or DCN. and have a^eed lhat both of these 
items inherently require power connections to operate as describ«i. In fact, agreement was 
reached with respect to these specific points during this telephonic interview. 
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Secondly, Applicants have never argued or agreed that any "[p]ower supply was 
inherently provided via [a] connection between [the] main board and daughter board" with 
respect to Acres. While such an arrangement njight certainly exist in the invention of Acres, 
other alternative arrangements to provide power connections to the personaUty board and 
DCN of Acres are certainly possible, such thatt a definite inherency cannot be assumed. 
AppUcants reiterate Iheir long-standing position that Acres has not been shown to expUcitly 
teach power connections for its personaJity board and DCN. and that while such power 
connections may indeed be inherent, that assumptions or inherences with respect to various 
detailed properties and relationships of such power connections would be limited. 

Thirdly, Applicants agree that the claimed daisy chain and that which has been shown 
to be in Acres are not identical, although both involve communications to gaming machines 
as part of a larger network. AppUcants also note that ^^4ule the claimed daisy chain might be 
used in the invention of Acres, such an arrangement has not been shown to be in Acres.
